The prior 
art of record including the disclosures of Salmonsen (US Pub.: 2003/0225568) and 
Blood et al. (US Patent 6,874,060) neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above 
recited combination. Because claims 2 and 4-6 (3-5) depend directly or indirectly on 
claim 1 , these claims are considered allowable for at least the same reasons noted 
above. 
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The primary reasons for allowance of claim 8 (6) in the instant application is the 
combination with the inclusion in claim that there are " the removable magnetic media 
system stores data in compliance with the optical drive file system ." The prior art 
Of record including the disclosures of Salmonsen (US Pub.: 2003/0225568) and Blood 
et al. (US Patent 6,874,060) neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above recited 
combination. Because claims 9 (7) and 11-13 (8-10) depend directly or indirectly on 
claim 1 , these claims are considered allowable for at least the same reasons noted 
above.
